An IDF statement reports that the night of October 
14 passed quietly on both the Golan and the Sinai fronts. 
Press reports, however, state the Egyptian offensive in 
the Sinai was resumed on October 15. The Israelis report 
fedayeen rocket attacks on two Galilee settlements and 
claim to have killed six fedayeen infiltrators. Israeli 
settlements in the Hula Valley were also shelled by 
Syrian artillery. 


Israeli naval units raided an Egyptian naval base 
at Ras Gharib in the Gulf of Suez during the night, ap- 
parently with some success. 


According to Dnbassy Amman, Saudi units have entered Zz 
Syria and are headed toward Kisswa, near Damascus. Jor- 
danian troops in Syria have still not engaged the Israelis. 
Kuwait has reportedly dispatched an artillery force to 
take part in the Syrian fighting. 


The Israelis report downing 19 Arab planes on%cto- 
ber 14, four of them over Syria.
